TWIN FALLS - Baltimore city employees, 
the Ohio Stale Police, 3M Co., General Foods, 
Eastman Kodak and the cities of San Francisco 
and Fort Worth, Tfexos, now own a piece of the 
Mogic Valley Mall. 

The pension funds of these cities, corpora- 
tions and unions recently purchased a 30 per- 
cent interest in the mall through their partner- 
ship in a New York-based real estate invest- 
ment fund. 

Shroder Real Estate Associates’ "Fund A" 
paid the mail's owner. Price Development Corp. 
of Salt Lake City, more than $20 million for the 


30 percent sharci with an option 'down the 
road" to purchase the remaining 70 percent, 
said John Emmanuel, senior vice president of 
Shroder Real Estate Associates,' the Madison 
Avenue fund management firm. 

“We basically are a partner with Price Devel- 
opment," he said.

There are a lot of things we envision that 
can be done, but nothing specific has been for- 
mulated," he said- "It would be premature to 
say anything more now," 

The Magic Valley Mall is the fourth and final 
acquisition for Fund A. The fund's total portfo- 
lio comprises shares of four malls, including 


Rogue Valley Mall iR-Medfurd, Ore., also owned 
by Price Development, and Orlando Fashion 
Square in Florida. 

The mall fits Shroder'a investment criteria 
for Fund A by being "an underperfurming, un- 
derutilized property" that has good potential to 
perform well in the next five to seven years that 
the fund will have an interest in it. Emmanuel 
said. 

Tlie fund could cither sell out then or buy the 
rest of the moil, he said. 

Price Development is a developer of retail 
shopping facilities in the Western state.s. The 
local m^fs manager, Don Chandler, referred 
enquiries to Prices headquarters in Salt Lake 
City. Officials at Price did not return phone 
calls Mondoy.

Economists predict recession \ K ,,a^ K paiiisi^ 
could strike by late this year

WASHINGTON - The recent 
spurt of inflation is raising fwrs of a 
racatsion, with some economists pre- 
dicting Monday that a downturn 
could begin in the second half of 
1989. 

These analysts believe that the 
Federal Reserve, faced with alarming 
news of increasing price pressures, 
will squeeze credit so tightly that an 
economic slump will be all but in- 
evitable. 

"Once you get inflation up to the 
levels we have right now, it nos tak- 
en a recession to cool thinm off. That 
is an unfortunate fact of life," said 
Bruce Steinberg, senior economist at 
the New York investment firm of 
Merrill Lynch. 

Inflation worries were heightened

last Friday when the government re- 
ported that prices at the wholesale 
level had shot up a full percentage 
point for the second straight month. 

It was the worst bock-to-back in- 
flation news in nearly eight years 
and it sent stock and bond prices 
plunging as investors worried that 
the Federal Reserve would be forced 
to drive interest rates higher in an 
effort to dampen demand. 

Markets continued to be battered 
by inflation worries on Monday, with 
the Dow Jones industrial average of 
30 stocks falling 29.64 points to close 
at 2,262.60, after a 48.57 point drop 
on Friday, the worst one-day loss in 
nearly a year. 

Investors were braced for an even 


bigger market drop Ibosdoy if the 
government's roontiily check of con- 
sumer prices comes in with a worse- 
than-expe^ number. 

Economists were looking fur con- 
sumer prices to rise 1^ about 0.5 per- 
cent in February. They feared that a 
figure as high as 0.7 percent could 
send maiiets into a tailspin. Even a 
0.5 percent increase would translate' 
into an annual advance above 6 per- 
cent, sharply higher than the price 
increases of 4.4 percent or less dur- 
ing Aojmst seven ycara. —

He did so with a flamboyant style and the aggressive re- 
cruiting of players who weren’t exactly academic all-stars. 
Three years and a lopsided winning record later and Sutton 
was on to bigger and better things. 

In the process, he developed a reputation here as a man 
for whom winning was, as Vince Lombardi used to say, bet- 
ter than what was second. 

He has also left some here with a feeling of being trampled 
by the Sutton ego, such as CSI President Gerald Meyerhoef- 
fer, who in 1984 said Sutton called him repeatedly in an ef- 
fort to get the college to change the grade in a class of Sut- 
ton’s son, Steve. 

A^the time, Sutton denied that he had tried to pressure 
Moyerhoeffer, but others close to the situation recall Sutton 
wasn't shy about getting on the phone to get his way. 

The Kentucky allegations include money being sent to a 
recruit prospect and claims that program stafT members 
gave false information to investigators. 

By any measure, these are serious charges, although sadly 
they are not excessively unusual in the world of college bas- 
ketball today. 

The reason for this, of course, is that the college basketball 
scene, from mojor schools on down, has become infected with 
a good many win-at-any-cost coaches whose salaries, perks, 
adoring fans and community visibility have caused them to 
think they are nothing short of the Second Coming. 

The schools, lured on by hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in television rights and promotional dollars, are willing par- 
ticipants in this process. 

So are the community and alumni booster clubs from 
which a good many of the recruiting problems arise, particu- 
larly those involving money. 

Kentucky officials, making use of a time-honored tradition, 
have been effusive in their praise of Sutton, while finding a 
way to dump him before the water gets any hotter. 

Still, the Sutton saga is, probably not in its final act. No 
doubt, he will land on his feet in another coaching job. where 
his impressive winning record will be outlined and it will be 
noted that he got his start right here in Twin Falls at the 
College of Southern Idaho. 

Isn't it great, folks, to be known so far and wide?

Economic forces have dramatically reshaped the 
strategic landscape of East Asia. 

China and the Soviet Union, once ruled by color- 
less communist bureaucrats, today are led by mar- 
ket-oriented pragmatists who have opened their 
doors to the outside world and to each other. Thi- 
wan and South Korea, erstwhile bulwarks in the 
Asian anti-communist firmament, have embarked 
on a path of market-driven commercial reconcilia- 
tion with their Marxist neighbors. Japan, risen 
from the ashes of World War II, has become an in- 
dustrial and financial superpower with aspirations 
of global leadership. 

Pull public appreciation of these developments, 
and of their strategic implications for U.S. policy 
in East Asia, was impeded by a series of unantici- 
pated mini-crises that overtook President Bush 
during his recent Asian sojourn. The floundering 
nomination of John Tbwer to be secretary of de- 
fense, the Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini's “con- • ' 
tract" on novelist Salman Rushdie and a diplomat- 
ic gaffe over the handling of Fang Lizhi, a dissi- 
dent Chinese dinner guest in Beijing all drew at- 
tention away from a key objective of the presi- 
dent's visitiToTisscss America's evolving strategic 
interests iaEast Asia. 

One of the most important changes encountered 
by the president was the emerging diplomatic 
thaw between China and the ^vict Union. Driven 
by mounting domestic and international pressures 
for economic reform and "openness," the two com- 
munist giants have taken the first clear steps to- - 
ward ending their 30-year confrontation. Further 
initiatives are expected when Soviet President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev visits China in May. 

Gorbachov's visit will affect the shape of the 
Sino-Soviot-American "strategic triangle" in East 
Asia for years to come. Although there is virtually 
no possibility of a revival of the militant anti- 
American Sino-Soviet alliance of the 1950s. the 
prospect of a renormalized Beijing-Moscow rela- 
. tionship will compel Washington to display greater 

rations, China will most likely continue tilting to- 
ward the West in its commercial and technological 
orienialion.s, but U.S. policy-makers can no longer 
expect to capture ca.sy diplomatic gains from the 
existence of intense Sino-Soviet hostility (the so- 
called Chinn card), nor can they lake for granted 
continued Chinese diplomatic deference and plia-

bility — witness the Fang Lizhi affair, which may 
have been intended as a warning shot across 
Washington’s bow. 

Deprived of its Chinn card, Washington will be- 
come increasingly vulnerable to diplomatic as- 
sertiveness on the part of Beijing. Chinese spine- 
stiffening is considered most likely in such areas 
as bilateral trade relations (American import quo- 
tas significantly limit China’s hard currency ex- 
port earnings) and’arms transfers (Washington's 
dismayaver Chinese missile sales to the. troubled 
Middle Last is more than matched by Beijing's in- 
dignation over continued U.S. weapons sales to 
Thiwnn). 

The East Asian strategic triangle has not only 
changed its shape, it has added a whole new side 
— becoming, in .cfTcct, a quadrangle. The rise of a 
Japanese economic superstate is no longer a mat- 
ter for conjecture; Japan already is the world's 
leading banker, foreign-aid donor and second lead- 
ing industrial exporter. Nor is there any doubt 
that Japan’s leaders arc intent on playing a more 
substantial international role as a consulting part- 
ner, rather than a mere client, of the United 
States. 

U.S.-Japan relations thus comprise a volatile 
side of this new; East Asian quadrangle. Mounting 


quadrangle, TUkyo continues to enjoy a special re- 
lationship with Beijing. Japan is China’s largest 
trading partner (the United Slates ranks third), 
supplying it with capital equipment and industriol 
goods while providing o major export market for 
Chinese coal, oil and industrial and agricultural 
raw materials. Periodic outbreaks of anti-Japanese 
sonliment in China, centering on the twin issues 
of Japan's wartime atrocities and allegations of 
Japanese economic insensitivity, have served to 
strain bilateral relations in recent years. But for 
the time being, the Tbkyo-Beijing connection ap- 
pears to be relatively stable. 

Of all the constituent .side.s of the East Asian 

quadrangle, it is the Russo-Japanese side that re- 
mains most deeply mired in Cold War suspicion 
and distrust. Since World War 11, Soviet troops 
hove occupied Japan's strategic northern territo- 
ries of south Sakhalin and the Kuril Islands, 
which guard the Soviet naval access to the Pacific 
Ba.sin. Thus far, all Jopanc.se attempts to negotinte 
a return of the disputed territories have met with 
Soviet inlransigcnce. 

Soviet policy-makers are not unaware of the 
long-term costs of unallayed Japanese resentment. 
For this reason, many observers expect Moscow to 
launch n diplomatic initiative toward Japari in the 
coming months, possibly involving a (Gorbachev 
visit to Tbkyo and the return of some disputed ter- 
ritories in exchange for Japanese assistance in the 
development ofSiberian resources. Such an initia-

I recently attended the Fi.sh and Game 
hearing in TSvin Fa’ls. I was deeply disap- 
pointed that all of trie proposals for Silver 
Creek and most oi the Wood River above 
Magic Reservoir excluded bail fishing. These 
proposals were offered by Friends of the Big 
Wood and endorsed by the Fish and Game, 
even though the depurtment'.s biologist, Ru.ss 
Thoreou’s, presentation showed favorable re- 
sults and an increase in (hj size offish with 
bait fishing included. The study al.so showed 
that the majority of fishermen u.se bait. 

The study of Silver Creek showed that the 
Nature Conservancy (catch-nnd-relcasc) had 
a 4-t percent natural mortiilily. The next sec- 
tion of creek (general regulations, six fish 


limit! had u 42 percent morUilily, almost all 
due to fi.shcrmen harvest. The same study 
showed that with bail fishing and the current 
six fish limit there was not a substantial dif- 
ference in fish caught per hour, and in size. 
lH.'twcen these same two .si-ctionH of water. 

vUioilier poiai which was not mentiuned by. 
the department w;us the number of Gemian 
brown trout in Silver Creek. I thought this 
was quite odd, due to the fact that these fish 
prey on tlie smaller rainbows, and lliey will 
definitely have an imp.act on t)ie size and 
numlier of rainlMiws projected. I have caught 
brown trout frequently on Silver Oeek, with 
some containing up to 10-inch rainbows. 

Since these waters belong to the people of 
the suite of Idaho, the Department of Fish 
and Game I'hquld bo responsible for/upport- 


ing the regulations as they now stand, or 
make their own proposal that would decrease 
the limit but not exclude bait fishing. If this 
does not happen it will be more than obvious 
that the Department of Fish and Game is 
catering to special interest groups. I would 
-likc.lo see fishing remain a family recreation 
and bail fishing allowed on these waters.

NEW YORK (AP) — A Vermont town showed a markedly reduced 
drunken driving rate after residents were taught to use an inexpensive 
gadget to estimate their blood-alcohol levels, according to o study that 
experts called promising. 

The town’s rale of driving with hazardous blood-alcohol levels was 
only about half that pf a similar community that gave no training, the 
study found. 

Although the small study couId.provide only. preliminary evidence 
that the program works, the results look encouraging, said co-author 
John {CWoraeTTof tlie University of Vermont College ofMediclnc.

•For example, she said, scientists have tended to 
look^ at such things as temperature and rainfall 
and how those affect crops. Instead, she said, an 
overall study must be done not only of how each 
^ange affects life but of how the changes interact. 

, ^senzvveig spoke at a session on global change, 
which focused on the greenhouse wanning of the 
atmosphere many scientists say could have serious 
effects on mankind. 


The greenhouse theory i.s that carbon dioxide 
and other gases released into the atmosphere by 
industrial and other processes vdll trap heat from 
the sun, wanning tnc planet in somewhat the 
same way that a greenhouse is warmed. 

S^entists speculate this could have an impact 
on crop growth and rainfall patterns and even 
could mdt.Bome..or.the.po)ar jee Mpsandjroducc 
a disostrous rise in sea levels. 

There is disagreement over whether such a 
wanning has already begun, Most motoorologista 
contend that lost year's hot, dry summer was part 
of normal wcothcr variability and not a result of 
the greenhouse effect. 

Nonetheless, scientists tend to agree that warm- 
ing is likely in coming years, although the amount 
depends on factors not fully understood.' 

Roscnzweig reported that she has looked at two 


models of potcnriol climate change and found that 
the likely result would be smaiicr crop yiclds'in 
the SouthcoBt and Midwest, but increases in pro- . 
duction in the Northern states and parts of Cana- 
da, largely due to the longer growing season os the 
climate warms. 

This warming led to increased need for irriga- • 
tion in som^arcaa, she added, and irrigation could 
bcOTmc’morc ’cbst-effccUv^^ os "smaller crop 'yields" 
drove up prices. 

In addition to better crops in the Northern ar- 
eas, however, the warmth will also allow survival 
of crop pests during the winter in more northerly 
areas, os well as the mosouitocs and other factors 
that can spread livestock diseases, she said. 

These findings illustrate the need to look at eco- 
nomic, medical and other results of climate 
change, she said.

China’s premier pushes economy control 


BETJING (AP) — Prctriier Li Peng’ opened the 
annual'Iegislative session Monday with a somber 
speech on China's economic crisis that stressed 
centralized control and the need to halt political- 
refbrms.

Li* speech to the 2,768 legislators in the cav-

Whereas Congress last year colled for democra- 
cy and bold attempts to free China's economy 
from rigid central planning, Li's speech called for 
control. 

"Experience has proved time and ogain that

be absolutely impossible to readjust the economy 
end overcome diMculties," he said. 

Li also appeored to level veiled but pointed criU 
icism at Communist Party chief Zhao Ziyang, who

College oflicials say the $130,000 
appropriation - which represents a 
4.5 percent budget increase - will be 
covered by the increased number of 
tuition checks that will accompony.

A good chunk of the new mostly 
part-time instructors will work in the 
study skills program, Mcycrhocrfcr 
said.

Securities swindles have soared to 
$40 billion a year, and are thriving as 
never before. These scams are 
pulling In ^bout SI millioh each hour. 
A quarter of this illicit activity is 
conducted over the phone. So says 
JohnC. Baldwin, director of the 
Utah Division of Securities and pres- 
ident of the North American Securi- 
ties Administrators Association, an 
organization of securities regulators 
from across the nation. 

One of the largest tragedies is that 
securities frauds target the elderly. 
Con artists have discovered that re- 
tirees are often easy marks because 
older citizens arc concerned that 
their retirement nest egg may not be 
sufficient to provide the comfort and 
care they need. 

A popular scam is to get them to 
tap their home equity for some bo- 
gus or highly doubtful offering, 
based on the promise of enormous 
returns which are never realized. 

Among the most popular stock 
frauds in 1989 are:

- Overpriced art, coin and gem in- 
vestments 

-"Dirt pile" swindles 
The "dirt pile" scam has been 
growing in popularity because it 
sounds foolproof to many investors. 

It works like this: You are offered an 
opportunity to invest in u certain ^ 
amount of "unrefined" gold ore. The 
"ore " is guaranteed to contain a 
specified amount of gold, yet you 
purchase it at far below the price of 
gold. Then you wail for your riches 
to pour in. which they never do, 
■rhat's becau.se the gold is spread 
through the "ore" in quantities too 
small to recover. True, the pile of 
dirt you purchased does contain gold 
- but there's no way to extract it. 


The dirt pile (usually tailings from 
mines) is worthless. 

(To give you spme.pcrspp_ctiyc;^ _ 
Even seawater contains amounts of 
gold. But the only way to extract it 
involves processes that cost many 
limes the market value of the pre- 
cious metal). 

"Dirt pile" and other investment 
frauds are most frequently conduct- 
ed by telephone. 

"One of the main factors behind 
the overall surge in investment fraud 
is the steadily increasing use of the 
telephone as the ’weapon' which con 
artistsand swindlers use to hold up 
their victims."

carefully put together portfolios and 
_guarded their ossets. only.lo lose _ 
somc or all of their furids' when iTp- 
preached by a total .stranger who has 
'a deal too good to pass up. 

I've said it many times before, but 
it can't be said too many.timcs: The 
only way to invest with any hope of 
success is to know always exactly 
what you're buying, to diversify, and 
to invest wisely and conservatively, 
h is the promise of quick riches that 
causes lines to form at lottery 
booths. Those people don't remem- 
ber that for every winner, there are 
millions of losers. 

Fortumitely, regulatory agencies 
are acting quickly to make life more 
difilcult for securities swindlers, In 
Florida, with its high concentraiion 
of retirees and corresponding con- 
centration of fast-talking thieves, 
legislation now makes "communica- 
tions fraud" - the fraudulent offering 
of goods, securilies or services, no 
mailer by what means or even if the 


offer is accepted - a crime. 

Utah has done much the same 
thing, and other states are considcr- 
ingsTmlTa'rlcgislatio^! Multi-state " 
task forces are working on identify- 
ing and putting out of busine.ss "boil- 
er room" operations where the swin- 
dles are conducted. Manyofthe.se . 
boiler roomsarc set up in one state to 
prey on residents of another, nearby 
state. 

The amsweralways has been: In- 
vest only through reputable securi- 
ties dealers, and then only after 
carefully slud>ing the issues you 
wish to purchase. It's nothing more 
nor less than common sense. No one 
is going to telephone you with a real 
wav to make millions ca.sily. If it 
were that easy, they'd just do it for 
themselves and shut up.
